NEWSPRINT ALLOCATION POLICY 1988-89 

1. Applicability, 

This Policy is applicable to the allocation of 
newsprint to which the Import apd Export (Cont¬ 
rol) Act, 1947, Imports (Control) Order. 1955 and 
Newsprint Control Order. 1962 as amended front 
time to time, apply during the licensing year 1988-89 
subject to such modifications as may he notified 
from time to lime. 


2. Definition 

2.1 In this Policy a "newspaper dial 1 mean any 
printed periodical work containing public news or 
comments on public news" as defined in llte Press 
and Registration ol Books Act 1867. as amended 
from time to time. 

2.2 The expression "newsprint'’ used in this 
Policy includes such cream wove paper and super 
calender cream wove paper ns may be allocated by 
the RNI in term-, of this Policy. 


3. Eligibility 

3.1 Newsprint shall b 1 allocated by the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India on submission »>f a formal 
application to such newspapers as arc registered with 
the Registrar of Newspapers for India in accord¬ 
ance wih the relevant provisions of the Press and 
Registration of Books Act 1867 as amended front 
time to time. A newly registered newspaper shall 
be eligible for allocation of newsprint from the date 
of registration or the date of application, whichever 
is later. 

3.2 A newspaper shall be eligible for allocation 
of newsprint it it has a regularity of 91) per cent in 
case it is daily newspaper arid no-2 3 per cent in 
case it hits any olher periodicity, save in -itch cases 
where the shortfall in regularity has arisen because 
of reasons beyond the control of the ‘ publisher viz.

3.3 AHocation of newsprint may also he autho¬ 
rised by the Registrar of Newspapers for . India for 
the following :— 

(i) Transmission of news over teleprinters hv 
news agencies; 

(ii) Trial printing by newspapers; and 

(iii) Printing of college and school magazines. 

3.4 The following categories of publications ul- 
iheugh these may be registered with the Rcgistrui 
of Newspapers for India as newspapers shall not 
be eligible for allocation of newsprint under this 
Policy — 

(i) Journals published primarily to promote sale 
of goods or services; 

tii) House jouinalsjmagazines brought out by 
undertakings [firm'- industrial concerns; 

(iii) Price Lists, catalogue directories hnd 

lottery news; 

(iv) Racing guides; and 

(v) Sex magazines. 

4. Entitlement 

4 ! The basic entitlement of newsprint for the 
licensing year 1988-89 of a newspaper!periodical 
will be determined on the basis of its consumption 
of newsprint, average annual circulation, average 
number of pages, average number of publishing days 
and average page area published during the preced¬ 
ing year. The entitlement of the licensing year will, 
however, be calculated tor 365 lays. The quantity of 
Writing and Printing Paper etc., consumed during 
1987-88 will be taken into account only if it is over 
and above the quantity of newsprint allocated to 
the newspaper by the Registrar of Newspapers for 
India. 

4.2 All the editions of a newspaper'periodical 
beating the same title, having the same periodicity, 
published in the same language and owned by the 
same owner either published from the same place 
or from different places, would be clubbed together 
and their category and entitlement of newsprint will 
be calculated on the basis of performance particulars 
in respect of all the editions taken together. 

4.3 A newspaper,period'cal whose circulation 
claim has been declared uneslahhshed by the Re¬ 
gistrar of Newspapers for India will not be eligible 
for newsprint unless the circulation has been re¬ 
established for the same year or until the circulation 
has been re-established for a subsequent year. In 
case of new papers periodicals whose circulation has 
been assessed by the Registrar of Newspapers 
ior India to be tmvvi than the claimed circulation in 
the push the entitlement will be worked out on the 
basis of the circidatiov as assessed by (he Registrar of 
New •.pups'-, fm India. Such a newspaper! periodical 
will not be eligible for revision of its entitlement dur¬ 
ing the licensing year.

4.4(a) A fresh applicant who commences publica¬ 
tion for the first time or otherwise approaches the 
Registrar of Newspapers for India for the first time 
for allocation of newsprint will be allowed an initial 
quota of newsprint for four months as determined 
by the Registrar of Newspapers for India upon his 
satisfaction of the projection of circulation by the 
applicant, subject to a maximum of 10,000 (ten 
thousand) copies per issue of 8 standard pages' 
(2460 sq. cms.) in the case of dailies and 16 stan¬ 
dard pages in the cape of periodicals.

4.9 The basic entitlement of a newspaper for 
imported newsprint as also for indigenous newsprint, 
inclusive of wastage compensation, will be worked out 
on the basis of 50 GSM. Actual release will be made 
after making proportionate adjustments as per the 
grammage of newsprint involved. 


4.4 (b) A newspaper which has failed to apply for 
newsprint during the preceding year shall be treated 
as a fresh applicant unless such failure has been for 
reasons beyond the control of publisher. This pro¬ 
vision will, however, not apply to newspapers which 
are treated as clubbed for allocation of newsprint. 

4.4, (c) In case a newspaper changes its periodi¬ 
city, it will be treated as fresh applicant for the pur¬ 
poses of allocation of newsprint.

5. Procedure for Submission of Applications : 

5.1 Applications for allocation of newsprint should 
be made by the publisher or a person duly authorised 
by him in this behalf in Forms NP-J and NP-2 and 
should be addressed to the Registrar of Newspapers 
for India, West Block-VIII. wing-2, R K. Puram, 
New Delhi-110066. 

5.2 Applications for allocation of newsprint should 
be accompanied bj/ ; (a) performance particulars, 
certificate for the preceding year in Form NP-TI; 
(b) a copy of the Annual Statement for the calendar 
year 1987, complete in all respects; and (c) .pedmin 
issues of the newspaper as specified by the RNI. in 
the case of the newspaper whose average circulation 
exceeds 2000 copies per publishing day, its perfor¬ 
mance particulars certificate should be duly signed 
by a Chartered Accountant.

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7, Allotment of newsprint 
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8. Distribution. 



7.1. Allotment of newsprint will generally be made 
in reels. A newspaper printed on sheet-fed machine 
will, however, receive its entitlement only in sheets. 
In case, sneets are not available, the entitlement will 
be raised by 5 per cent for conversion of reels into 
sheets on giving proof that printing is actually carried 
out only in sheets. 

7.2. A newspaper with an entitlement of 200 
metric tonnes or below will have the option to obtain 
indigenous or imported newsprint either in part or in 
full. 

7.3. (a) The allocation of newsprint for a news¬ 
paper whose entitlement is above 200 metric tonnes

The above percentages are indicative. The servicing 
of the imported newsprint is subject to the avail¬ 
ability of foreign exchange. In the event of any short¬ 
fall in the availability of imported newsprint, the 
newspaper wall have the option to obtain cream wove 
paper within the overall allocations made by the 
RNL 

7.3. (bl Newsprint produced by Srec Rayalseema 
Paper Mills Pvt. Ltd. will bo utilised for servicing of 
backlog as mentioned in Para 9 of this Policy and 
adhoc allocations to be decided by RNI on merits. 

7.4. 25% of the imported newsprint should be 
lifted from State Trading Corporation’s buffer stock. 
Newspapers, periodicals with annual entitlement of 
50 MT or below will have the option to lift the entire 
quantity or part thereof from buffer stock. 

7.5. Only periodicals which have been in regular 
publication and have multi-coloured printing require¬ 
ment hiay be allocated glazed newsprint and|or super 
calender cream wove paper subject to availability. 
Fresh applications will be considered on merits. 

7.6. la the case of a fresh applicant, who com¬ 
mences publication for the first time or otherwise 
approaches Registrar of Newspapers for India for 
newsprint for the first time only indigenous newsprint 
will be allocated to it for the first twelve months 
from the date of receipt of application. Further en¬ 
titlement will be released only after proof is adduced 
that tire quota released in indigenous newsprint has 
actually been lifted and consumed by the newspaper 
concerned. 

7.7. The allotment from different sources may be 
revised|varied for such reasons as the availability of 
newsprint, maintenance of buffer stock or any other 
reason. 

7.8 If a shipment >s not effected within 120 days 
of receipt of letters of credit by State Trading Cor¬ 
poration, efforts will he made to allot proportionate 
tonnage from the buffer stock on high seas sale basis 
which will be later replenished. 


8.1 The work relating to distribution ofi imported 
newsprint will be handled entirely by the STC as 
authorised by the RNI in accordance with this 
Policy and in compliance with the provisions of the 
Newsprint Control Order, 1962. 

8.2 A newspaper which is gnen allotment on high 
seas sale basis will be allowed to take delivery direct¬ 
ly or through its duly authorised agent(s). 

8.3 Authorisations for the entitlement of newsprint 
will be issued by the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
on quarterly basis on receipt of formal request along 
with the proof of lifting of newsprint allocated as per 
the previous authorisation(s). Authorisations far inde- 
genous newsprint will be issued direct to the 
mills concerned. In case the annual entitlement of a 
newspaper is 50 metric tonnes or less, the RNI may 
in his discretion allocate newsprint to such newspa¬ 
pers on annual basis or as otherwise deemed appro¬ 
priate. 

8.4 A newspaper shall lift its allotment from high 
seas sale of buffer stock or from indigenous mills with¬ 
in three months from the date of issue of authorisa¬ 
tions. Wherever applicable, it shall be incumbent 
upon the newspaper to first lift the indigenous quan¬ 
tity. Allocations for the subsequent quarters will be 
made on the basis of the lifting of newsprint during 
the previous quarter(s) and imported newsprint shall 
be withheld proportionate to the quantity not lifted 
from the scheduled indigenous newsprint mills. What¬ 
ever quantity of imported newsprint remains with¬ 
held at the end of licensing year on account of non¬ 
lifting of indigenous newsprint, shall stand forfeited 
along with the non-lifted quantity of indigenous news¬ 
print. 

8.5 Revalidation of an authorisation will be al¬ 
lowed by the Registrar of Newspapers for India dur¬ 
ing the licensing year, considering each case on me¬ 
rits. 

8.6 If a newspaper is found to have given a false 
certificate about the lifting of indigenous newsprint 
allocated to it, it may be debarred from further allo¬ 
cation of newsprint for a specified period which may 
go upto one year. 

9. Backlog. 

9.1 As provided in Para 9.1 of the Newsprint Al¬ 
location Policy for 1986—-88, the third and last in¬ 
stalment of unserviced quantity of backlog from 
1982-83 to 1985-86 will be serviced during the licens¬ 
ing period 1988-89 to only those newspapers who 
may have lifted the first and second instalment of the 
said backlog. The backlog of standard newsprint will 
be given from indigenous sources, while that of glaz¬ 
ed will be given in the same variety. 

9.2 Applications for allocation of unserviced quan¬ 
tity of newsprint should be made tc the RNI in writ¬ 
ing with lifting proof of second instalment of back¬ 
log latest by 30tb September 1988, 
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10. Unauthorised use of newsprint : —- 

No newspaper shall transfer to or receive Irom 
another newspaper, newsprint even though the con¬ 
cerned newspapers have the same ownership or have 
been allowed to club their entitlement. However, the 
RN'l may, in his discretion, allow such transfer, of 
newsprint by one newspaper to another by way of 
loan for a period not exceeding three months provided 
the transferer and the transferee give intimation to 
the Registrar of Newspapers for India within 30 day, 
thereof. A newspaper indulging in such unauthorised 
transactions may render itself liable, to action which 
may entend to deduction in full or part of the quantity 
involved from its entitlement. 

If. Submission off Certificate.-, regarding Consump¬ 
tion : — 

fl.l A newspaper which is allotted newsprint shall 
submit to the Registrar of Newspapers for India a 
Performance Particulars Certificate for 1988-89 in 
Form NP-II not later than 30th June, 1989 duly cer¬ 
tified by a Chartered Accountant if the circulation is 
over 2,000 copies per publishing day. 

1 1.2 A newspaper which suspends or ceases publi¬ 
cation shall submit to the Registrar of Newspapers for 
India a Performance Particulars Certificate in Form 
NP-fl within a month of suspension [cessation of i(s 
publication. It shall also surrender the newsprint not 
utilised by it as per directions of the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India, 

12. Growth Rate and Revision : — 

12.1 While assessing the overall demand of news- 
ptint for the licensing year, provision 'hall he made 


for growth Ml 5 per cent to take erne of ihc .ermil t: - 
ments arising fiom fresh applicants and increase in 
circulation during licensing year. Each ease shall how¬ 
ever be considered on its merits. 

12.2 A newspaper which secures the basic entitle¬ 
ment for 1988-89 can apply once during the year for 
upward revision of die allocation on the basis of 
increase in its circulation and number o< 
pages, provided such an application is accompanied 
by performance certificate in form NP-2 duly certi¬ 
fied by Chartered Accountant (where circulation is 
more "than 2000 copies') and covers a period of not 
less than 8 months as on 30th November 1988. Such 
applications should reach the Office of the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India along with sample issues of 
different dates by 31st December 1988. 

12.3 Additional requirements of newsprint arising 
from the revision of entitlements during the licensing 
year shall be serviced from the scheduled indigenous 
newsprint mills. In ihc ease of glazed newsprint also 
such additional requirements, shall be serviced from 
the indigenous sources, viz. indigenous variety off super 
calender cream wove paper. 

J3. Exceptions : — 

Notwithstanding anything contained in ihir, Policy, 
the Government of India in the Ministry Of lnfomia- 
lion and Broadcasting may waive any of the require¬ 
ments or relax am of these provisions for good and 
sufficient reasons.
